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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The obviousness-type double patenting 
rejections and the art rejections over Miyakawa et al (US 5,672,409) in view of Ishii et al (US 5,710,856) have been maintained for the 
following reasons. Applicants argue that neither Miyakawa nor Ishii teaches or suggests the coating layer formed by copolymerization of 
a resin with a light stabilizer component. The examiner disagrees. Applicants' attention is directed to example 5 of Miyakawa where the 
coating solution was prepared by diluting the mixture of the acrylic resin, silica particles and whitening agent with the solvent. In view of 
the teachings of Ishii, the light stabilizer component is added to the coating solution of Miyakawa. The light stabilizer component will be 
copolymerized with the acrylic resin in the presence of the solvent. This is exactly what Applicants do to form the coating layer, mixing 
the acrylic resin with the light stabilizer component in the presence of the solvent. Therefore, it is not seen that the copolymerization 
could not have happened when the same mechanisms are employed. Accordingly, the rejections are sustained. 
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
